Army, Guard 
Face Backlog

But the Secret service, which 
was created in 1965 to combat 
widespread counterfeiting, also 
had some bad news for the 
makers of phony money. It re 
ported record seizures and ar 
rests for countefeiting during 
its last fiscal year. 
Jam es J. Rowley, the Secret 
Service director, said the major 
factor in the bogus money boom 
is the improvement in photogra­ 
phy 
and 
printing 
which has 
made it easier and quicker to 
produce counterfeits. 
And the 
service added that 
counterfeiters, in general, are 
turning out more phony bills oer 
capita than they once did. it s 
simply a matter of running the 
: presses longer. 
“There's no 
indication 
that 
this criminal activity will lessen 
in the coming year,” Rowley 
said. He added that the rise in 
counterfeiting generally follows 
the rise in the society’s af­ 
fluence and the increase in the 
amount of money in circulation. 
At last count on Aug. 31, there 
was $38.6 billion in paper money 
in circulatin. 
Despite improvements in the 
quality of counterfeits, they still 
fall short of Treasury standards 
— the parchment, for example, 
on which real money is printed 
has never been duplicated by 
counterfeiters. 
The Secret Service dislikes 
talking publicly about the tech­ 
niques it uses to catch counter­ 
feiters, but tipsters and under­ 
cover agents play an effective 
part in enforcement. 
Among the modern tools the 
Treasury uses are its labora- 
; lories where it can examine the 
minute details of paper, inks — 
also not duplicated by counter­ 
feiters — and other characters 
tics peculiar to bogus bills. 


Outstanding achievements of 
service and help wherever it is 
needed are of a secondary na­ 
ture to the Red Cross organiza­ 
tion.

Free swimming lessons were 


provided by 75 volunteers

adults. Twelve of these partici­ 
pants acquired senior life saving 
ratings. Two were trained as 
water saving instructors at Na­ 
tional Aquatic Schools, 
Disaster Service (L. S. Mader 
chairman)— This is a national 
organization that is given full 
responsibility of giving relief to 
victims of National emergencies 
such as floods, tornadoes, etc. 
All such assistance is an out­ 
right gift because of it’s immed­ 
iate necessity.

Q. What is eczema? 
A. Eczema is an irritatioc of 
the skin caused by an allergy 
to some 
irritating substance. 
Eczema is therefore called 
a 
contact dermatitis. 
Q. Is there a familial ten­ 
dency towards eczema? 
A. It seems to occur more fre­ 
quently 
in families 
where 
there is a known history of as­ 
thma, hay fever, hives or some 
other forms of allergy. 
Q. Can eczema occur every­ 
where on the body? 
A. Whenever 
the 
sensitive 
skin surface is in contact with 
an offending irritant, the rash 
of contact dermatitis can occur. 
Hair dyes and sprays can irri­ 
tate the scalp; cosmetics can 
affect the eyes; fabrics, chemi­ 
cals and drugs can cause these 
skin changes anywhere on the 
body. 
Q. How can eczema be recog­ 
nized? 
A. At first there may be a 
simple area of redness which 
can be followed by rawness and 
blistering with severe itching. 
The broken skin can later be­ 
come infected. 
Q. What are the most com­ 
mon offenders? 
A. Almost every single item 
that a highly sensitive person 
is in contact with, can cause 
some degree of allergic 
skin 
reaction. 
Q. Is a reaction to a drug or 
antibiotics a 
contact 
derma­ 
titis? 
A Technically they are dif­ 
ferent from each other. A drug 
reaction is an eruption of t h e 
skin or the mucous membrane. 
These reactions, too, seem to 
occur in people who have a his­ 
tory of some kind of allergy. 
Q. Can the emotions and ten­ 
sion cause it? 
A. Psycholottic reason? 
for 
eczema are not as likely as a 
true physical cort^ctant. Psy­ 
chologic stress must not be used 
as the excuse for neglecting to 
find the real cause. 
Q. How can the 
offending 
substance be found? 
A. The usual way is by trial 
and error. If a substance is 
suspected it can be tried and 
observed on a few occasions. If 
the rash always follows its use, 
it should be deliberately avoid­ 
ed. if the rash does not recur 
there is good reason to suspect 
you are on the right track. 


; 
The skin reaction can be test­ 
ed by applying the “suspect” 
and keeping it in contact with 
the skin for 24 hours. The phy­ 
sician can then “read” the de­ 
gree of sensitivity by noting the 
severity of the reaction. There 
are other forms of skin testing 
by injection, their use depends 
on the doctor’s judgment. 
Q. What are the most com­ 
mon treatments for allergic 
eczema? 
A. Treatment d e p e n d s on 
cause. When this is eliminated 
the rkin often returns to nor­ 
mal. During the “detecting” 
period, antihistamine drugs, cor 
tisone salves, antibiotic lotions 
can bring relief until the con­ 
dition is completely controlled.

Q. What is eczema? 
A. Eczema is an irritation of 
the skin caused by an allergy 
to some 
irritating substance j 
Eczema is therefore called 
a 
contact dermatitis. 
Q. Is there a familia] tai 
denov towards eczema? 
A. It seems to occur more fre­ 
quently 
in 
families 
where 
there is a known history of as­ 
thma, bay fever, hives or some 
other forms of allergy 
Q. Can eczema occur every I 
where on the body? 
A. Whenever 
the 
sensitive 
skin surface is in contact with 
an offending irritant, the rash j 
of contact dermatitis can occur. 
Hair dyes and sprays can irri­ 
tate the scalp; cosmetics can 
affect the eyes; fabrics, chemi­ 
cals and drugs can cause these 
skin changes anywhere on the 
body. 
Q. How can eczema be recog­ 
nized? 
A. At first there may be a 
simple area of redness which 
can be followed by rawness and 
blistering with severe itching. 
The broken skin can later be­ 
come infected. 
Q. What are the most com­ 
mon offenders? 
A. Almost every tingle item 
that a highly sensitive person 
is in contact 
with, can cause 
some degree of allergic 
skin 
reaction. 
Q. Is a reaction to a drug or 
antibiotics a 
contact 
derma­ 
titis? 
A Technically they are dif­ 
ferent from each other. A drug 
reaction is an eruption of t h e 
skin or the mucous membrane. 
These reactions, too, seem to 
occur in people who have a his­ 
tory (rf some kind of allergy. 
Q. Can the emotions and ten­ 
sion cause it? 
A. Psycholot tic reasons 
for 
eczema are not as likely as a 
true physical contactant. Psy­ 
chologic stress must not be used 
as the excuse for neglecting to 
find the real cause. 
Q. How can the 
offending 
substance be found? 
A. The usual way is by trial 
and error, lf a substance is 
suspected it can be tried and 
observed on a few occasions. If 
the rash always follows its use, 
it should be deliberately avoid­ 
ed. If the rash does not recur 
there is good reason to suspect 
you are on the ight track. 


The skin reaction can be test­ 
ed by applying 
the “suspect” 
and keeping it in contact with 
the skin for 24 hours. The phy­ 
sician can then “read” the de­ 
gree of sensitivity by noting the 
severity of the reaction There 
are other forms of skin testing 
by injection, their use depends 
on the doctor’s judgment. 
Q What are the most com­

treatments 
for 
allergic 
eczema? 
A. Treatment d e p e n d s on 
cause. When this is eliminated 
the skin often returns to nor­ 
mal. 
During the “detecting” 
period, antihistamine drug*, cor­ 
tisone salves, antibiotic lotions 
can bring relief until the con­ 
dition is completely controlled.

ISAIAH was one of God’a 
great spokesmen. A member of 
Judah s upper class, he had dis­ 
tinguished political and social 
connections and occupied a po­ 
sition of importance during the 
reigns of four kings — U uiah, 
Jotham, Aha* and Hezekiah. Of 
g r e a t e r importance, however, 
was the fact that laaiah’s mind 
and soul were highly perceptive 
to the presence and working of 
God's power in the world. 
The chapter assigned to to­ 
day’s lesson opens with the par­ 
able of the Lord's vineyard. It 
Is a song sung by Jehovah, Him­ 
self, concerning His chosen peo­ 
ple (the vineyard>. Because the 
Hebrews lived in an agrarian 
economy, the parable is told In 
agricultural terms. 
God planted a vineyard, doing 
everything possible to make It 
flourish. But instead of edible, 
m arketable grape«, the harvest 
waa wild grapes. W hat should 
He do? 
He took 
sway the 
hedges and removed the walls 
which protected the vineyard; 
He ceased to prune and culti­ 
vate it, and refused to have ra*n 


captivity. 
Let It be cleariy understood 
that God never intended m .n to 
have no pleasure in life, th st 
man’s existence should be bar h, 
S t e r n a n d sober-sided. ' 4fe 
should be a happy combination 
of "business and pleasure ’ But 
there is a vast difference be­ 
tween pleasure and dissipation. 
Dissipation 1A wholesome plea­ 
sure twisted and corrupted into 
evil, 
W hat begins as uoral care­ 
lessness degenerates first, ss we 
have seen, into dissolute living, 
and then into cynicism, blas­ 
phemy and s c o f f i n g at the 
things of God, Isaiah’s third 
“Woe" is aimed at those who 
reconcile themselves to the prac­ 
tice of w hat is clearly evil, car­ 
rying their perverse reasoning 
further and further until they 
lose all sense of decency and 
ordinary good behavior. They 
plunge into evil with all their 
energy, drawing iniquity with 
cords of vanity and "ain as it 
were with a cart rope,” commit­ 
ting, at laat, the unforgivable 
sin of calling good evil and evil 
good.

them and Isaiah was scathing 
in hie denunciation of these sins. 
Such .ove of wealth and love of 
pleasure has existed in every 
civilisation. Those with a lust 
for property seem to have an 
equal lust for squandering their 
wealth, 
and give 
themseives 
over to drunkenness, feasting 
and Immorality. 
Such was the curse of the 
land of Judah, and for Lt, God 
would allow His people—-rich 
and poor alike—to be taken into 


There can he no forgiveness 
for such persons because, by 
their adoption of a wrong set 
of moral standards, it becomes 
impossible for them to repent. 
Here, Isaiah was dealing with 
extreme case« of moral degra­ 
dation This does not mean that 
all of his contemporaries had 
sunk GUs low. While rc?* of 
the people were obedient to the 
lew of Moses and the U ichings 
of the prophets, the love of plea­ 
sure and the drinking of wine 
haf, led eome of the people to 
thfa extreme. Isaiah denounced 
them for their 
o v tt evil »nd 
j «gradation, and for the fact 
that these evil ways of s fr> 
would afflict and ruin the ^ves 
iif the many. Evil «asociatM not 
oi\ly make evil people more 
evil, they lay hands upon the 
truly righteous and take their 
righteousness from then. 
A fter citing the six solemn 
"Woes” afflicting Judah. Isaiah 
offers a direct prediction ot 
judgment, apeaking of the Syri­ 
an invasion of Judah k* if it 
were already past, and others 
•till to come. Such flam ing of 
a new present in tive future 
m arks all of Isaiah's visions.

Scripture—Isaiah S. 


By R. H. RAMSEY 
ISAIAH was one of God’s 
great spokesmen. A rn«inWr of 
Judah’s upper class, he had dis­ 
tinguished political and social 
connections and occupied a po­ 
sition of importance during the 
reigns of four kings — Uzziah, 
Jotham, Aha* and Hezekiah. Of 
g r e a t e r importance, however, 
was the fact that Isaiah’s mind 
and soul were highly perceptive 
to the presence and working of 
God's power in the world. 
The chapter assigned to to­ 
day's lesson opens with the par­ 
able of the Lord's vineyard. It 
is a song sung by Jehovah, Him­ 
self, concerning His chosen peo­ 
ple (the vineyard). Because the 
Hebrews lived in an agrarian 
economy, the parable is told in 
agricultural terms. 
God planted a vineyard, doing 
everything possible to make it 
flourish. But instead of edible, 
marketable grapes, the harvest 
was wild grapes. What should 
He do? He took away the 
hedges and removed the walls 
which protected the vineyard; 
He ceased to prune and culti­ 
vate it, and refused to have rain 


captivity. 
Let it be clearly understood 
that God never intended man to 
have no pleasure in life, that 
man s existence should be harsh, 
s t e r n a n d sober-sided. Life 
should be a happy combination 
of “business and pleasure.’’ But 
there is a vast difference be­ 
tween pleasure and dissipation. 
Dissipation ll wholesome plea­ 
sure twisted and corrupted into 
evil. 
What begins as moral care­ 
lessness degenerates first, as we 
have seen, into dissolute living, 
and then into cynicism, blas­ 
phemy and s c o f f i n g at the 
things of God. Isaiah's third 
‘‘Woe’’ is aimed s t those who 
reconcile themselves to the prac­ 
tice of what is clearly evil, car­ 
rying their perverse reasoning 
further and further until they 
lose all sense of decency and 
ordinary good behavior. They 
plunge into evil with all their 
energy, drawing iniquity with 
cords of vanity and “sin as it 
were with a cart rope,” commit­ 
ting, at last, the unforgivable 
•in of calling good evil and evil 
good.

fall upon it. The vineyard was 
laid waste and destroyed.

The first of these six ains 
has to do with the acquisition 
of w e a l t h , especially l a n d 
wealth. The second of the six is 
drunkenness — mentioned twice 
in this brief catalog of Israel s 
tragic moral shortcomings. 
Compared with some of their 
neighbors, the Hebrews , were a 
good • living people. Even so 
greed, drunkenness, immorality 
and idolatry e x i s t e d among 
them and Isaiah was scathing 
in his denunciation of these Bins. 
Such .ove of wealth and love of 
pleasure has existed in every 
civilization. Those with a lust 
for property seem to have an 
equal lust for squandering their 
wealth, 
and give themselves 
over to drunkenness, feasting 
and immorality. 
Such was the cures of the 
land of Judah, and for It, God 
would allow His people — rich 
and poor alike—to be taken Into 


There can be no forgiveness 
for such persons because, by 
their adoption of a wrong set 
of moral standards, it becomes 
impossible for them to repent. 
Here, Isaiah was dealing with 
extreme cases of moral degra­ 
dation. This does not mean that 
all of his contemporaries had 
sunk this low. While most of 
the people were obedient to the 
law of Moses and the teachings 
of the prophets, the love of plea­ 
sure and the drinking of wine 
had led some of the people to 
this extreme. Isaiah denounced 
them for their own evil and 
degradation, and for the fact 
that these evil ways of a few 
would afflict and ruin the lives 
of the many. Evil associates not 
only make evil people more 
evil, they lay hands upon the 
truly righteous and take their 
righteousness from their. 
After citing the six solemn 
“Woes” afflicting Judah, Isaiah 
offers a direct prediction of 
Judgment, speaking of the Syri­ 
an Invasion of Judah as if It 
were already past, and others 
still to come. Such framing of 
a new present In the future 
marks all of Isaiah s visions.
